The Strike Wilt Be Declared 
Off in a Day or Two, 


Negotiations in Progress for the 


Settlement of the . 


An Important Meeting of the Citi- 
zens’ Committee to Be Held 
To-Night. 


The Situation at the Missouri Oar and 
Foundry Works—One Hundred and Forty 
Men at Work There — All Qafet on the 
Other Side of the River—A Striker Goes 
to Jail. | 


From information obtained by a Post- 
DISPATCH reporter this afternoon, it is evi- 
dent that strenuous efforts are being made 
by the members of the Citizens’ Executive 


Commitiee to bring about a settlement of the Ben 


strike, and that from the progress which they 
have already made in the matter, they feel 
assurred that their labors will meet with suo- 
cess. Exactly what the basis of settlement 
will be and what the nature of the negotiations 
are which have been in progress between 
the Citizens’ Committee, the railroads 
and the strikers, cannot be Moertained, but 
from very reliable authority itis learned that 
a meeting of the Citizens’ Committee 
has been called at Dr. Thos. O’Rellley’s resi- 
dence for8 o’clock this evening, when the 
preliminary arrangements for the settlement 
will be taken. 

The principal business mapped out for to- 
night’s meeting is the drawing up and 
adoption of a series‘ of resolutions and 
whereas setting forth the distress which 
would be occasioned by a continuation of 
the strike, urging strong reasons 
why it should be brought to an end as soon as 
possible, and requesting the General 

Board of the Knights of

use every means within its power to 
bring about the much-desired arbitration 
with the railroad company tor the 
purpose of securing the ro · om · 
ployment ot all strikers who 
have not been guilty of infraction of the 
law, or offenses against the railroad company. 
These resolutions will be placed 
before the General Executive Board of 
the]! Knights of Labor, and the Posr- 
DisPaTcH feels secure in snnounce- 
ing that such action will be 
taken upon them as will end the strike in 
a day or two, when it will be officially declared 
off by the Executive Committee.

Executive Committee, when approached upon 
the subject this afternoon by a Posr-Disraron 
reporter, stated that a meeting of the commit- 
tee would be hell to-night, but further than 
that he refused to say anything.

A LESSON OF FACT. 
The enthusiasm of the ex-Gonfederates 
of Montgomery over the visit of Juvy Davis 
will hardly stffice to furnish a text for a 


sermon on the old familiar theme of eter- 


nal hate, and yet in the good old days 
of reconstruction, earpet-baggery and 
bloody-shirtism such an incident would 
have “fired the Northern heart, and 
even influenced the course of National 
legislation. 

What a lesson for our instruction in 
other ways. Less than twenty years ago 
we were asstired that the hatred between 
two sections of this country was un- 
quenchable, thatthe Bouth oonld not be 
trusted to govern itself, that freedom te 
the South meant danger to the nation. 

Time has belied: these sinister predic- 
tions; the free and happy South is pros- 
perous, and its freedom helps to sustain 
and secure the safety and greatness of the 
nation. 5

words to their same old tune of woe. Now 
they tell us that there is eternal warfare 
between labor and capital, that they can 
never be reconciled, that united labor 
means national ruin, and that the end of 
our prosperity ts near at hand unless labor 
desists from its demands, disbands its or- 
ganization and ceases from all attempts to 
better its condition. 

No doubt the prophets believe their own 
prophecies, but why do they not remember 
recent history?

CHINA DECLINES TO UNDERTAKE TAU 
BUILDING OF BAILBOADS. 


The German Syndicate Gets No Encourage- 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisPraTcu. 

New York, April 28.—A morning paper pub- 
lishes the following correspondence: TIEXT- 
atx, China, March 20.—I regret to say that the 
favorable view given in my letter of December 
11 in regard to building of railroads in this 
country, is not likely to be realized for the 
present. It is understood that the Viceroy, 
Li Hung Chang, had made up his mind to com- 
mence by building a section of railroad along 
the bank of the Grand canal from Tientsin or 


plement that part of the canal which runs 
Gry except during the floods in the 
river; that the opposition to this scheme, 
and in fact to all railroad schemes bas 
been strengthened by the accession of the 
Governor-General of Shantungto the ranks 
ofthe Conservatives and thus the imperial 
authority to proceed withthe work cannot 
be obtained. The German Syndicate agents, 
whose coming has been duly advertised 
throughout the world, arrived here last week 
and called upon the Viceroy without delay, 
but met with no encouragement. There is 
good authority for the statement that the 
Viceroy told them thatthe Chinese Govern- 
ment did not desire to negotiate aloan for 
any purpose; that it had indefinitely 
postponed the building of railroads and 
that nothing could therefore be done in 
connection with this matter for the present. 
The agents have, therefore, gone to Peking, 
and will doubtless be governed by the advice 
of Herr Von Brandt, who is said to have me- 
morialized the foreign office last year, advis- 
ing the Chinese Government not to build rail- 
roads now; to go slow, and when they build, 
to build far inland, out of the reach of any 
hostile power. The French Syndicate agents 
will arrive this week, butitis an open secret 
that their friends here do not expect for them 
@ more favorable reception than has 
been extended to the Germans, and 
consequentiy neither they nor the 


Germans are likel to remain here 
long. The Chinese Government seems to 
be entirely absorbed just now in making the 
preliminary arrangements forthe young Em- 
peror’s marriage and his assumption of 
autbority as head of the State. The first of 
these arrangements is for him to worship at 
the tombs of his ancestors, and this requires 
a journey of about one hundred miles to the 
north-east ward. 4 special road has been 
built for him to travel over. It is covered 
with Deeded sand and furnished with imper- 
ial lodging houses at suitable intervals and 
cannot be used oy any one else till he is done 
with it. He w be accompanied on the 


journey by 
A LARGE RETINUE 
including the Emperor’s Re ent (his aunt) the 
seventh Prince (his father), the Viceroy, Li 
Hung Chang, (his tutor)and by many o the 
grand dign les of the Empire. He will start 
at 3 or 4 o’clock in the morning from the 
Imperial palace at Peking, will ride in a cov- 
ered cart and all the streets and roads through 
which his cortege passes will be carefully 
guarded from foreign eyes. It is understood 
that he will have to repeat the journey to the 
tombs of the dynasty after his marriage, 
which is set for next year, but that after that 
it will not be required of him again. Of course 
the journey and attending ceremonies will de 
regulated according to well established cus- 
tom, and will be very grand, including, as 
they will, the most im ortant Chinese officials, 
besides servants and on- -lookers, who are 
permitted to take part in them, either as 
agents or witnesses. It is estimated that the 
expense of the affair, which will last about 
ten days, including the time spent in oing 
and coming, will be somewhere between 
000 and $1, 000, 000.
